I  am  attaching  hereto  a  summary  prepared  on  CIA 


confidentially  gave  this  summary  to  me.  The  summary  consists  of  the 
bare  details  of  numerous  incidents  which  have  been  written  up  in  greater 
detail  and  which  she  understood  were  on  file  with  the  Senate  Appropriations 
Commiftee.

An  article  by  Constantine  Brown  appeared  in  the 
Evening  Star  on  March  23,  1953,  from  which  the  following  is 
quoted,  "CIA  is,  of  course,  by  far  the  most  expensive 
intelligence  agency  we  have  had  in  the  history  of  the 
country.  So  far  the  results  obtained  by  that  organization 
do  not  correspond  to  the  vast  expenditures. ... .In  order  to 
receive  full  confidence  of  men  who  hold  the  nations '  s  purse 
strings,  Mr.  Dulles  will  have  to  trim  much  of  the  fat  in 
his  organization." 

Hanson  Baldwin,  writing  in  the  New  York  Times, 

January  29,  1953*  in  commenting  on  the  estimated  number 
of  employees  in  this  organization  stated,  "Some  observers 
believe  that  the  British  Intelligence  Service,  with  perhaps 
3,000,  and  Israel,  with  perhaps  300,  produce  end  results 
more  accurate  than  'our  much  larger  agencies' "

<UQaolittle.  who  had  been  heading  a^ommlttee  appointed  by  the  President  to 
1  stud/  the  covert  operations  of  thecentral  Intelligence  Agency. 


General  Doolittle  stated  that  his  group  had  completed 
their  study  but  that  before  submitting  his  report  to  the  President  upon  the 
President's  return  from  Denver#  jap1  did  want  to  talk  to  me  in  view  of  the 
Contact  which  this  Bureau  has  with  CIA.,  In  our  discussion  I  pointed  out  to 
general  Doolittle  that  CZA  was#  ofcourse#  a  comparatively  new  organisation 
and  that  no  doubt  some  of  its  weaknesses  and.  defects  were  due  to  the  newness 
1  of  its  operations  and  the  problems  that  always  come  in  administrative  matters 
when  a  new, organisation  is  set  up  to  operate  on  such  a  broad  and  extensive 
scale.,  I  commented  that  1  thought  there  was  too  little  coordination  between 
the  various  units  of  CIA  and  too  strong  a  stress  upon  departmentalisation# 

1  with  the  result  that  one  branch  of  CZA  did  not  always  know  what  another  branch 
was  contemplating  doing.  I  stated  Z  likewise  felt  that  CZA#  as  well  as  many 
organisations  of  the.  Government#  needed  stronger  and  better  discipline  and 
jthat  this,  Z  belieVed#  could  be  brought  about  by  a  vigorous  and  active  inspection 
service  of  comparatively  small  else.  Z  outlined  to  General  Doolittle  the 
Inspection  program  which  is  utilised  by  this  Bureau  and  which  has  been  most 
effective. 


Z  also  commented  upon  the  weak  coverage  which  !  believed 
CZA  had  behind  the  Iron  Curtain  and  also  in  Mexico  which  was  a  problem  and  of 
vital  interest  to  this  Bureau.  X  stated  that  frankly  espionage  agents  will  arrive 
in  this  Country  and  we  have  no  advance  word  from  CIA  of  their  identities#  which 
led  me  to  the  conclusion  that  they  did  not  have  as  adequate  coverage  abroad  as 
they  should  have,  I

SURVEY  OF  CIA  BY  GENERAL  MARKJV.  CLARE  y  \J  \  « 

During  -the  week  of  December  20,  1954,  newspapers  carried  reports 
that  General  Mark  Clark  would  be  meeting  with  Senator  Joseph  McCarthy  after 
the  first  of  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  Senator  McCarthy's 
knowledge  of  alleged  Communist  penetration  into^C  f A,.  As  a  matter  of  back¬ 
ground,  you, will  recall  that  in  1953,  Senator  Mc’Carrthy  publicly  charged  that 
CIA  was  infiltrated  with  Communists .  From  July,  1953,  to  July,  1954, 
reports  were  periodically  received  indicating  that  Senator  McCarthy  planned 
to  initiate  hearings  concerning  CIA .  Although  Senator  McCarthy  apparently 
had  collected  information  regarding  CIA,  the  hearings  on  that  agency  never  ; 
materialised.  In  July,  1954,  while  there  was  still  some  question  as  to  \J 
whether  Senator  McCarthy  would  stage  his  hearings  on  CIA,  the  White  House 
announced  that  General  Mark  Clark,  as  the •  head  of  a  task  force  for  the  j 

Hoover  Commission,  would  conduct  a  survey  of  CIA  operations •  Shortly 
after  this  announcement.  Senator  McCarthy  was  quoted  as  stating  "I  have  .

With  regard  to  information  which  Senator  McCarthy  may  possess 
concerning  Communists  in  CIA,  tihe  Bureau  does  not  possess  a  record  of  the 
information  developed  by  Senator  McCarthy's  Committee,  It  is  known  that 
on  September  9,  2953,  Don  Surine  of  the  McCarthy  Committee  advised  the 
Bureau  that  the  McCarthy  Committee  possessed  a  150  page  factual  report 
containing  derogatory  information  pertaining  to  CIA  and  reflecting  that  k3

names  were  not  furnished  to  the  Bureau,  (62-80750-2211 )  On  February  27, 
1954,  Surine  indicated  that  the  McCarthy  Committee  was  still  collecting 
information  concerning  CIA,  In  this  connection  Surine  stated  that  the 
McCarthy  Committee  had  been  conducting  some  psychological  warfare  on 
CIA  and  a  campaign  of  terror. 

There  appears  to  be  little  doubt  that  Senator  McCarthy  and 

members  of  his  staff  have  collected  considerable  information  concerning _

I  had  lunch  with  SanaJtor  "SCOOP"  JACKSON  today  and 
tells  me  that  he  has  had  no  contactlwItlT^^ftS^or  JOHN  Lt 
McCLELLAN  (D,  Arkansas)  since  the  election.  He  has  been  advised, 
apparently  through  the  Se nate  Democratic  control,  that  McCI£LLAN 
does  not  desire  to  take  over  Chairmanship  of  the  Government 
Operations  Committee,  to  which  he  is  entitled  by  seniority, 
and  noted  that  JACKSON  will  probably  be  the  Chairman,  He  says 
he  is  not  pushing  the  point  at  all  to  even  find  out,  as  he 
feels  that  if  it  were  announced  or  something  came  out  about  it 
now,  it  would  Just  add  troubles  on  to  him  before  necessary, 

JACKSON  said  that  if  he  does  become  Chairman  or  if 
McCLELLAN  keeps  the  Job,  he  will  recommend  to  him  and  put  3ome 
pressure  on  in  order  to  keep  JACKSONS  support,  that  a  conference 
be  had  with  you  concerning  the  future  functioning  of  the  Com- 
,mittee,  JACKSON  noted  that  there  was  no  question  but  what  all 
of  the  major  personnel  of  the  Conanittee  would  be  "bounced"  and 
he, felt  that  as  a  courtesy  to  the  fact  that  some  of  them  had 
been  members  of  the  FBI,  that  he  would  try  to  see  that  they  were 
I ‘allowed  to  resign  rather  than  be  fired,  *  *?-

There  is  no  question  in  my  mind  but  what  ^Senator  JACKSON 
is  progressing  as  a  real  solid  individual  and-that  he-Aas  a 

(great  admiration  for  you  and  the  Bureau,  He  despises^SIA : 

(eels  that  they  ore  a  bunch  of  fools  and  that  there  is  no  reason 
Whatever  <for  them  to  function  in  the  United  States  proper, 
except  foi*  their  administrative  set-up.  He  sayp  he  thinks  that 
any  of- the,  work  to  be  done  here  should  be  done^by  the  FBI,  but 
upon  my  pointing  out  that  this* would i put  a  tremendous  load  on 
us,  to  a  point  where  it  might  endanger  our  efficiency  on  our 
statutory  duties  and  responsibilities,  he  agreed  that  it  probably 
was  not  possible  for  us  to  do  it,  but  that  something  should  be 
done  about  CIA,  His  ultimate  suggestion  was  that  we  should 
take  over  an  efficiency  expert  and  revamp  CIA  and  keep  it 
within  bounds;  /*“  , 
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In  oonneotlon  with  his  comments  concerning  CIA ,  I  noted 
to  him  that  there  was  considerable  Thigh  level”  discussion 
going  on  as  to, investigative  jurisdiction  between  us  and  ONI, 
0-2,  etc.,  under  the  Delimitations  Agreement.  Having  formerly 
‘been  a  prosecuting  attorney  himself.  Senator  JACKSON  said  that, 
jhe  thought  it  was  a  shame  that  ONI  and  0-2  were  anything  except 
ivery  small  organizations  of  exceedingly  restricted  activity, 
fas  he  felt  that  the  Bureau  should  handle' completely  on  govern- 
I mental  reservations,  etc.  I  think  I  discussed  the  matter  enough 
with  him  so  that  he  has  the  correct  viewpoint  concerning  it. 
Incidentally,  JACKSON  states  that  hi3  main  major  committee  is 
now  going  to  be  membership  on  the  Armed  Services  Committee 
of  the  Senate. 


Senator  JACKSON  asked  me  about  any  problems  which  we 
t  might  be  going  to  have  in  connection  with  appropriations,  and 
[  I  told  him  that  I  did  not  know  of  any  and  hoped  that  the  routine 
I  followed  the  system  of  last  year,  with  no  Senate  hearings.  He 
.felt  there  would  be  a  decided  effort  to  have  Senate  hearings 
jjbecause  of  the  widespread  public  comment  from  administrative 
jlsources  as  to  the  number  of  perverts  and  Party  members,  etc., 
•[that  had  been  ousted  by  the  Republican  administration.  He 
[felt  that  the  Democratic  group  as  a  whole  would  want  to  "set 
jthe  record  straight"  by  having  the  Director  comment  on  general 
'^security  problems  and  the  like  which  would  include  such  data 
#  in  an  appropriations  hearing  as  being  the  only  way  that  the 
Senate  would  have  the  opportunity  of  asking  pertinent  questions. 


I  pointed  out  to  him  the  fact  that  while  that  would  be  a 
very  sharp  political  move,  yet  In  the  long  run  the  'Bureau  could 
not  fail  to  lose  from  it  because  it  would  put  us  on  the  spot 
no  matter  how  such  questions  were  answered  and  would  be  utilizing 
the  Bureau  as  a  political  vehicle  when  we  have  endeavored  so  hard 
to  stay  out  of  that  situation.  He  said  that  personally  he 
(understood  the  point,  but  that  there  were  some  wild  eyed  people 
,who  were  on  the  Appropriations  Consaittee  who  would  not  worry 
j about  that. 

Senator  JACKSON  said  that  he  would  very  soon  after  his 
return  to  Washington,  try  to  get  to  talk  with  you  about  these 
matters,  and  that  he  would  stay  in  touch  here  with  me  so  that 
if  it  appeared  that  there  was  any  definite  move  along  these 
lines,  he  would  advise  me  so  that  we  could  be  prepared  for  the 
situation.
